If one driver applies his brakes all 
factors in the equation are there 
Superhighway officials frequently close 
down them roads, or greatly reduce speed 
limits, under conditions of extreme fog, 
snow or sleet. There have been some mon­ 
umental chain crashes on superhighways. 
Cham crashes are a compound of speed 


and lack of instantaneous reflexes on the 
part of drivers This puts numbers of ve­ 
hicles and their occupants at the mercy 
of slow reacting drivers. The best preven­ 
tive appears to be enforcement of a lower 
speed limit. 
Speed too high for conditions is the main 
cause of these ma or disasters on the road.

the vacuum than either manually 
or with forcepts. the doctors said. 
The extractor is connected to a 
vacume bottle which can be con­ 
trolled with a screw cap. To create 
the vacuum requires from 6 to IO 
minutes. The doctors warned that 
this stage is vital and must not 
be hurried. 
If the birth is head first, the op­ 
eration is comparatively simple. 
Rut researchists said application 
should be broken off after a m ax­ 
imum of 40 minutes to avoid ir­ 
ritation of the baby’s scalp. 
Some slight irritation crops up 
in 
some 
cases but is remedied 
often within hours, they added, so 
long as the maximum time limit 
is observed. 
In the research of the IOO cases, 
the British doctors said the long­ 
est time spent over delivery was 
one hour, and the shortest seven 
minutes. The average was 20 min- 
utes. 
The greatest advantage of the 
method "is its extreme simplic­ 
ity,” the doctors said. Thousands 
of cases are on record on the con­ 
tinent and 
in Scandinavia, but 
the usage elsewhere is still lim it­ 
ed 
But foceps may never be com­ 
pletely replaced, the study empha­ 
sized There is still no substitute 
for them in cases of prem ature 
babies or those experiencing un­ 
usual distress.
